Proposition A Funds were received in Sierra 
Madre sutting in 1981. from a sales lax increase we 
voted on ourselves. These were accumulated and held 
until late 1983 when ”an interim" system was set up 
with Duarte Taxi. 

This was a voucher system with the high point 


being that the city paid nothing until after the service 
was rendered and the bills submitted. Printing of the 
vouchers was the only expense the city incurred. It 
started out slowly, but gradually grew due to the high 
quality of service given, and soon was "up and running" 
at a good rate. 

At this time the city was still bringing in more 
Prop A funds than they were expending, and they 
traded .some to Long Beach for unrestricted funds for 
the general budget. 

In this same time period, the bus stop shelters 
were purchased and installed the length of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. , as well as installation of the "transit center"-two 
pay phones and a bus shelter in the city parking lot 
behind Howie’s Market. All from Prop. A funds. 

The money still wasn’t being spent fast enough to 
keep from losing it. so the day before Christmas Eve in 
1989. the City Council decided to purchase two vans on 
a six-month trial basis to run them as a supplemental 
fixed route system which was not to compete with the 
existing system. 

The fixed route never got off the paper. Why 
would anyone walk to a bus slop when they could call 
a taxi to their driveway? It went into service as "demand 
responsive" from day 1, in direct competition with the

stood still for 15 minutes the operating company did not 
get paid.

Late in 1993, an Ad Hoc Transportation Commit¬ 
tee was formed to give a general overview and recom¬ 
mend findings to the City Council. Their findings? 
Double the rates charged; return to a voucher system; 
increase, the insurance requirements drastical-ly.

The game is different today. There are 


still a few players who characteristically show 
a tell-tale bulge in the jaw, but usually they 
spoil the supposedly macho image by showing 
a sparkling, adjacent earring and fancy gold 
chains. But they still expectorate profusely, 
and several further discolor the picture by 
wiping th ei r juicy jawls on their uniform 
front. 

I have a feeling that the biggest differ¬ 
ence is this: there was a time when the fan 
could tell who would be on his favorite club 
for an extended period. With the practice of 
"free agency" the good players are bought by 
the highest bidder. 

The team doesn’t seem important any¬ 
more. It is now a bunch of individuals trying 
to perform well enough individually to be 
salable. There never was as much "team" play 
as in basketball or football. 

We once revelled in the records of a 
Yankee Clipper. Today we would probably 
have to call him the Yankee/Red Sox/Philly 
Clipper.

How does flying out in a U.S. Navy jet 
aircraft and landing aboard a U.S. aircraft carrier 
sound to you?

Bill and his wife Donna, Sanwa Bank Vice 
President and Legal Counsel, were hosted by the 
Department of the Navy aboard the U.S.S. Kitty- 
hank (CV-63). They flew out of the North Island 
Naval Air Station and landed aboard the Kitty. 

Said Donna, "It was like landing on a postage 
stamp—incredible!" 

The Garrs also witnessed the Navy’s nuclear 
submarine program. The officers and crew of the 
Los Angeles class fast-attack submarine U.S.S. 

\sheville (SSN-758) hosted them for an embarka¬ 
tion at sea during their drills and training. Bill 
Garr said of the submarine service, "The capabili¬ 
ties of our submarines are awesome. They also 
have the best food in the Navy!" 

The U.S.S. Kittyhawk has a crew of over 
5(M)0 (half the size of Sierra Madrel). The Ashe¬ 
ville. by contrast, has a crew of just over 100.

Comforters, sleeping bags, coats and other cold 
weather garments are often made with down or fiberfill. 
Both down, a natural product, and fiberfill, a synthetic 
one, are effective in keeping out the cold. Cleaning these 
items Is usually not a problem, but garments with poor 
construction and insufficient quilting can cause the down 
or fiberfill to shift, lose shape and become matted. 

Purchasing Hints 

Make sure the item is well quilted with quilting stitches 
running both vertically and horizontally. Check the 
strength of the stitching as loose clothing can allow down 
or fiberfill to shift. Check for fullness of the quilted areas. 
Thicker filling will provide more Insulation. 

Care and Cleaning 

Follow the care label. When in doubt about a cleaning 
procedure, ask an IFI member drycleaner. 

Bulky items such as comforters and sleeping bags are 
often too large for a home washing machine. To keep a 
down or fiberfill item looking its best, clean the item at 
least once during its wearing season and again before it is 
stored. Do not store in a plastic bag.

LisaM. Gee of Sierra 
Madre has recently 
founded a new business 
out of her home called 
Gee and Associates. 

"I buy mortgages and 
trust deeds,” she ex¬ 
plained. "There are 
many ways in which 
people can sell a house 
faster and for more 
money." 

Gee said "There are 
many ways to ‘do 
deals.’ I don’t charge a 
fee and 1 pay closing 
costs. 1 personally deal 
with customers. We will 
do our best to provide 
the customer with what 
she or he needs. If the 
customer does not want 
a discount on a note we 
probably can work 
something out." 

Gee explained that 
with a $20,000 note she 
could provide $5000, if 
that was needed by the 
customer (for instance 
for a down payment on 
a house).

I routinely put snail bait out in my yard. How 


poisonous is this for my dog if he happens to 
ingest it? 

Snail bait can be very toxic. Unfortunately, snail 
baits are usually very palatable to dogs and they 
will eat it if given the opportunity. Signs of 
toxicity are elevated body temperature, muscle 
tremors and persistent seizures. Treatment consists 
primarily of supportive therapy. There is no 
antidote. Most animals are placed under 
anesthesia for prolonged periods of time to stop 
the seizures-and until the toxin is cleared from 
the body. Despite aggressive therapy, some 
animals are not able to be saved. It is important if 
you see an animal ingest snail bait that you seek 
veterinary care immediately to induce vomiting. 
Snail baits especially the pelleted form should not 
be used where pets can get into it.
